
Chamber approves BRZ plans

The Chamber of Commerce 
has given approval in princi¬ 
ple for the go ahead of plans 
for a business revitalization 
zone in Didsbury. 

At their regular meeting 
last week, Chamber mem¬ 
bers voted to allow members 
of the Downtown Revitaliza¬ 
tion committee to continue 
their work on the BRZ plan 
which hopes to boost the vi¬ 
ability and attraction of the 
downtown area in town. 

JimTumer, spokesperson 
for the DRC, a sub-commit¬ 
tee of the town'sTourism and 
Economic Development 
Board, said he was pleased 
with the chance to continue 
the plans for the promotion 
of Didsbury’s downtown 
core. 

"We think this plan is im¬ 
portant in helping to keep 
the downtown alive and to 
helping all the businesses in 
Didsbury," he said. 

Under the plans, the DRC 
will now approach town 
council and businesses in 
the downtown about creat¬ 
ing a by-law to use business 
tax funds to establish the 
BRZ. A core arra of busi¬ 
nesses will be established as 
the initial stage of the BRZ 
concept, 70 percent of the 
businesses in the area must 
agree to the by law to allow 
the plan to proceed. 

"We will also try to bring it 
to those businesses first so 
the people effected by it will 
have input into what we are 
going to do,” said Turner. 
“And not Just the businesses 
in the core area will be in¬ 
volved. Once we get approval, 
anyone who would like to be 
involved can be." 

Turner said he does an¬ 
ticipate some opposition to 
the plan from business own¬ 
ers because of the extra tax

percent approval. If we make 
the area too large, it would 
make that a bear of a task.” 

With the approval of the 
BRZ plan, the Chamber also 
gave approval to the proposed 
reappiication to the Main 
Street program which uses 
government funds to beef up 
the appearance of the down- 
t own area. The t own hopes t o 
make another application to 
the program this spring. 

"With this whole plan, we 
hope to highlight arras that 
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dollars they would be charged 
under the program. Fund¬ 
raising for the BRZ for 
planned physical and pro¬ 
motional development could 
come through extra charges 
on the business licence or 
through business taxation. 
This anticipated opposition 
is a large part of the reason¬ 
ing behind the geography of 
the core area which the DRC 
has drawn up. 

"In a lot of towns, the for¬ 
mation of the BRZ is the 
toughest part,” said Cham

Dldsbury's new Recreation

Ken Luck said he hopes to 
see more events for the continu¬ 
ally growing February family 
event. 

“I'd kind of like to see more 
outdoor events like Ice sculpt¬ 
ing and that kind of thing.” he 
said. “We were a bit rushed 
putting things together this year 
because of when 1 arrived, so I 
really hope we can get together 
with our community partners 
and come up with something 
really fun forkldsand thelrfaml- 
lles.” 

Luck said this year's version 
of the Winter Festival was a big 
success even with fewer events. 

“We had minor hockey play 
all morning Saturday but un¬ 
fortunately some afternoon 
games were cancelled because 
some visiting teams were un¬ 
able to make the trip." he said. 
"But we had about 25 to 30 kids 
out for Hamlet the Clown.” 

Luck said thedustlngofsnow 
Dldsbury suffered Friday night 
also helped add to the success 
of the weekend. 

“Because of the snow we were 
able to have the dog sled and 
horse drawn sleigh rides and 
they provided rides most of Sat¬ 
urday afternoon." 

John Bates supplied the dog 
sled rides and Howard Krebs 
handled the sleigh rides. 

Luck said the senior Ram¬ 
blers game on Saturday night 
ended up with a huge turnout, 
around 350 fans, for their win 
against the Olds Elks. 

“I think that is pretty good 
compared to their regular sea¬ 
son turnout.” 

Around 300 also showed up 
for the Scout Committee caba¬ 
ret which featuredT.Cand Com¬ 
pany. 

Of course, the biggest event 
by far over the weekend was the 
opening of the new Indoor swim¬ 
ming pool which Luck said saw 
500 to 600 people drop by for a 


free dip. 

"That was probably the big¬ 
gest thing about the Festival,” 
he said. "That was what every¬ 
one had their minds on." 

The only disappointment of 
the festival was the cancellation 
of the Dldsbury High School Up 
sync contest which had been 
planned for the Friday night. 

“I guess a number of the stu¬ 
dents were really busy with lots 
of other things going on this 
weekend.” Luck said. “We hope 
that we can get It going again for 
next year. “

No doubts Canadians who watched Sunday’s edition of W5 
are clutching their purse strings a little tighter this week. 

The economie and standard of living eomparisons made 
between Canada and New Zealand were Indeed eye opening 
and the report ers for W5 did a very good job of showing us how 
far we cam slide if changes are not made. 

New Zealand, which used to have as high a standard of 
living as we enjoy in Canada, has basically hit the bottom of 
the barrel. Social institutions like medi-care and unemploy¬ 
ment insurance have been cut, and that is just the start of the 
sacrifices Kiwis have had to make because of the short 
sightedness of their former government. 

What was shown was the stubborn unwillingness of a 
conservative government to change their policies In light of 
economic downslides. The parallels between their govern¬ 
ment and ours are frightening; continued subsidizations of 
businesses (most notably farming) rather than encourage¬ 
ment of new industry, the continuation of government spend¬ 
ing in areas “falling down”, continued deficit spending. Do 
these things sound familiar? 

The moral of the New Zealand story Is that a land, once 
highly regarded for It’s social programs and quality of life, is 
now almost considered a third world country. It makes people 
(especially those in government) who think It can never 
happen to Canada, sit up and take notice. 

We need to take New Zealand's plight as a warning and 
make some serious changes in government spending poli¬ 
cies. We need to encourage the government to promote 
diversification for those Saskatchewan farmers crying for 
continued subsidization in a wheat market no longer viable. 
We need to demand an end to continued government borrow¬ 
ing. We need to find ways to make our crown corporations 
profitable in the short term. We need to practise far sighted, 
conservative economic policies. In short, we need to bite the 
bullet and make some small sacrifices before we stand to lose 
some of those social institutions which make Canada the 
envy of the world. 

You just have to look at New Zealand to see what we stand 
to loose. The ghosts are speaking from half a world away, and 
we need to take the time to listen or those ghosts may end up 
as our own.

Nurses speak out on cutbacks 


Dear Editor: 

Public awareness must be 
raised totheescalatlngcutsand 
erosion occurring lo the univer¬ 
sality and quality of our Prov¬ 
ince's I lealthcare System. 

It Is unfortunate that In the 
present climate of recession and 
rising unemployment Albertans 
have been sensitized and weak¬ 
ened Into accepting all cutbacks 
as necessary. 

In the past year, most provin¬ 
cial governments have either 
announced or Implemented 
what appears to bo drastic ac¬ 
tions to curb health care expen¬ 
ditures. Hospital budgets have 
been reduced to meagre In¬ 
creases (most are currently 
bracing for 0 or minus funding 
for 1994) resulting In bed clo¬ 
sures. staff layoffs and a general 
decline In the quality and acces¬ 
sibility of care. 

Consequently, this results In 
an Increased acuity and 
caseload for community based 
health services (hal todatehave 
received little In additional fund¬ 
ing. 

Though deficit reduction is a 
key priority. It Is important to 


understand that health care 
cutbacks are also a result of the 
Federal Government's declining 
commitment to health care. The 
reduction of federal transfer 
payments which help fund pro¬ 
vincial health services Is esti¬ 
mated to total $30 billion by 
1996with all federal cash trans¬ 
fers ending around the year 
2002 . 

The Free Trade Agreement Is 
also contributing to cutbacks. 
In 1987. the Prime Minister pro¬ 
claimed Canada's soc ial pro¬ 
grams as a "sacred trust" and 
that the Free Trade Agreement 
exempted medicare, unemploy¬ 
ment insurance, family allow¬ 
ances and old age pensions. 
Onc e the deal had been signed 
however, corporations that had 
spent millions of dollars pro¬ 
moting the FTA began demand¬ 
ing cuts In taxes (as evidenc ed 
In the Edmonton Journal article 
of February 19th - Corporate 
Tax 13111 Drops $73 Million) and 
In government spending. These 
cuts target social programs like 
medicare, and are Intended to 
"level the playing field" with the 
United States.

The Take the keys to my 
heart" CD Is Graham's first re¬ 


cording and came after a lucky 
phone call made by her hus¬ 
band Bruce. 

He had been watching the 
Nashville Network when he saw 
a phone number flashed across 
the screen for the Tall Girl 
Records label and decided to 
call.

After more than eight 
years of negotiations with the 
Provincial Government .the town 
ofOlds. In conjunction with Olds 
College, are hammering out 
plans to Initiate construction of 
an Indoor swimming facility. 

Deputy Mayor Glenn 
Elmer attended the grand open¬ 
ing of the Dldsbury pool, report¬ 
ing to council that Dldsbury’s 
new facility constitutes an ad¬ 
mirable accomplishment Olds 
would love to emulate.

Mayor Bob Armstrong 
advised that the town Is cur¬ 
rently working with the provin¬ 
cial government and Olds Col¬ 
lege In a concerted effort to make 
the pool a reality.

Racine facing more legal proceedings

Vindication on a sexual as¬ 
sault charge by the Alberta 
Court of Appeal has not ended 
the legal woes for Carstalrs resi¬ 
dent Phlf Racine. 

Racine, co-owner of the Red 
Bull Pub and former vlce-prln- 
clpaloff high Sutherland School 
Is facing further legal proceed¬ 
ings after a civil suit was 


launched against him and (he 
County of Mot intaln View School 
Board by Hugh Sutherland’s 
former Preventative Program 
Coordinator Carmen Boulter. 

Boulter, along with her hus¬ 
band Wayne Franklin of Cre¬ 
mona. launched the suit In late 
January seeking $145,000 In 
damages. 

Boulter claims (hat while she 
was employed with the school. 


Racine, as vlce-prlnclpal. repeat¬ 
edly touched and Intimidated 
her and used "unwanted, unso¬ 
licited and offensive sexual over¬ 
tones" In their conversations. 
She alleges that after complain¬ 
ing to the school board about 
his behaviour, her hours were 
cut in breach of her employ¬ 
ment contract and then she was 
tired on August 31. 1991. 

The $145,000 suit Is to cover 


lost wages on behalf of Boulter 
and loss of consortium on be¬ 
half of her husband. 

Neither the county or Racine 
would comment on the suit. 

The lawsuit comes on the 
heels of Racine’s acquittal of a 
charge of sexual assault which 
he had been convicted of in Feb¬ 
ruary 1992. It also comes dur¬ 
ing legal negotiations between 
Racine and the county over hts 


employment contract. 

Although Racine stopped 
working as vice-principal after 
the sexual assault charges had 
been laid, hts employment con¬ 
tract had not been ended with 
the county. Neither party would 
make any.further statement on 
the negotiations.

Then the 
parents make decisions for the 
future of the farm business 
based on their own goals and

Abinatlonal panel composed of three Americans and 
two Canadians unanimously agreed that the Canadian 
Wheat Board’s (CWB) pricing policies on durum exports 
to the United St at es were In accordance with the Canada- 
United States Free Trade Agreement (CUSTA).The panel 
also approved a procedure by which compliance will be 
determined. An independent audltorwill be appointed to 
regularly review CWB sales on a confidential basis to 
confirm that sales remain consistent with CUSTA. The 
Board welcomed the decision, indicating that the panel 
had upheld the Board's operating practices. It went on 
to explain that IJ.S. millers' demand for Canadian high 
quality durum was behind greater Canadian durum 
exports to the U.S. - not unfair trading practices.

A farmer can place his ad through 
an Alberta Pool elevator or farm supply centre manager 
or, ifhe subscribes to the F.I.S. system he can initiate the 
advertisement through it. Each ad will run for seven 
days from the time of placement. Each ad placed will be 
sent to 257 Alberta Pool elevators, farm supply centres, 
agro centres, and special business units and all 270 
F.I.S. bulletin board users in Alberta and northeastern 
British Columbia. 

The request from either a selling or buying position 
will outline the type, quality, amount in tonnes and the 
price of the hay being sold or requested for purchase. 

The Hay Trading Service carries a charge of $25 per 
placement, G.S.T. included. It will provide an economi¬ 
cal, fast and market focused clearing house for hay 
producers and cattle feeders. The service is available 
now.

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New crops critical to farming future 


Alberta farmers must keep 
pace with the rest of the world If 
they are going to survive, says 
Uot) Graham, a long-time seed 
grower near Olds. 

That's why plant breedlngand 
crop development research Is 
so Important he says. "If we 
don't develop and adapt higher 
yielding, more efficient varieties 
we won’t be able to compete In 
the world market place." 

Crop development Is an in¬ 
ternal kvially competitive field, 
says Graham, who operates an 
1.100 acre pedigree seed farm. 
Researchers in the major crop- 
producing regions of Europe, 
the United States and Australia, 
for example, are all working to 
produce Improved crop varie¬ 
ties. 

As these new varieties come 
along, farmers In those coun¬ 
tries produce better quality and 
hlgheryleldlngcrops. This could 
put Canadian farmers at a dis¬ 
advantage. 

"If someone else can produce 
It better and cheaper than we 
can. we won't be In business 
very long.” says Graham. 

Crop development research 
Is carried on by a variety of 
players. Alberta Agriculture. 
Agriculture Canada, and the 
University of Alberta are some 
of the key publicly-funded plant 
breeding agencies In the prov¬ 
ince. Private companies and co¬ 
operatives such as the Alberta 
Wheat P(x)l and United Grain 
Growers are among corporal Ions 
also working on new plant vari¬ 
eties. 

"Because of the time required 
to breed new varieties, crop de¬ 
velopment work has to l<x>k a 
long ways down the road," says 
Graham. 

It takes 10 to 12 years to 
bring a new variety on stream, 
says Doug Cooper, director of 
Alberta Agriculture’s Field Crop 
Development Centre In 
Lacombe. The costs for this type 
of research and development 
often exceeds $ 1 million. 


slstance. and days to maturity. 

The advantages In crop de¬ 
velopment and seed technology 
have been dramatic." says 
Graham. Twenty years ago. for 
example, central Alberta farm¬ 
ers couldn't grow wheat and field 
peas. The varieties available at 
that time matured too late, and 
had other characteristics not 
suitable for growing conditions. 

"Now there are millions of 
acres of wheat and thousands 


of acres of peas throughout the 
region thanks to the develop¬ 
ment of new crop varieties ."says 
Graham. 

"Ifwe don’t maintain our plant 
breeding programs we’re going 
to lose out," says Graham. "It’s 
an expensive business, with 
high risks. In the future we ll 
probably see public and private 
plant breeders working together 
more to develop varieties to meet 
market demands."

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Canada first to export bovine embryos to Japan 


The Canadian livestock In¬ 
dustry will be the first to export 
bovine embryos to Japan, 
thanks to the Joint efforts of 
Agriculture Canada. External 
Affairs and the Canadian Em¬ 
bryo Exporters Association. 

The Hon. Michael Wilson. 
Mlnlsteroflndustry. Science and 
Technology and Minister for In¬ 
ternational Trade Canada, and 
Agriculture Minister Charles 
Mayer, announced Canada and 
Japan have signed the first ever 
quality certification protocol 
granting Canadian bovine em¬ 
bryos access to the profitable 
Japanese market. 

Estimated sales of Canadian 
bovine embryos to Japan could 
surpass $1 million In 1993. To¬ 
tal bovine embryo export sales 
for 1991 were $2.6 million. 

This protocol offers Cana¬ 
dian producers an exciting op¬ 
portunity to complete In the glo¬ 
bal marketplace and to high¬ 
light the world-class quality 
standards of the Industry," 
Mayer said. 

'This decision follows careful 
negotiations with both the In¬ 
dustry and the Japanese gov¬ 
ernment."

"A genuine, though gradual, 
economic recovery and improved 
consumer confidence will be t he 
added Ingredients to the cur¬ 
rent combination of low mort¬ 
gage rates and strong Immigra¬ 
tion, that will give housing an 
extra boost this year and next."

Economist of CMfIC’s Market

"The 1993 rise In activity will 
reflect diverging trends: stronger 
single unit starts but lower 
multiple unit starts. Rental 
starts will fall because of high 
apartment vacancies while con¬ 
dominium starts will remain low 


due to the still high volume of 
unoccupied units." added 
Proulx. 

Resale prices are anticipated 
to rise with the average price up 
3.4 per cent this year and 5.1 
per cent In 1994 as a result of 
real appreciations and a trans¬ 
action base less concentrated 


on first-time buyers. Provincial 
average Increases will run the 
gamut this year, from slight de¬ 
clines In Ontario and P.E.I. to an 
Increase of almost 8 per cent In 
British Columbia. 


Mortgage credit growth up 3 percent 


Residential mortgage credit 
grew 3.0 percent lo $276.3 bil¬ 
lion during the fourth quarter of 
1992. according to a report re¬ 
leased last week by Canada 
Mortgage and Housing Corpo¬ 
ration (CMHC). This brings the 
total Increase for 1992 to 9.9 
pereent. 

The fourth quarter figure, 
which Is the strongest since the 
middle of 1990, compares to an 
average Increase of 2.2 percent 
recorded during the first three 
quarters of 1992. 

The January Issue of CMI IC's 
Mortgage Market Trends reports 
that mortgage credit Is forecast 
to grow by around 11 percent 



this year. 

"A stronger economic recov¬ 
ery and fairly stable mortgage 
Interest rates will lead to some¬ 
what stronger housing markets," 
said Marc Pellerln. CMHC's 
Capital Markets Economist. 
However, the rate of expansion 
will remain well below t he growt h 
of 17-18 percent recorded dur¬ 
ing the 1987-1989 period. 

The moderate Increase In 
mortgage credit will be the re¬ 
sult of sluggish growth In both 
the new and the resale markets 
along with listless house price 
appreciations. According to 
Pellerln. 'The new market In 
1993 will reflect dlverglngtrends 
for single and multiple unit 
starts. Single unit starts are 
expected to Increase by 14 per¬ 
cent while starts of multiple 
units will drop by about 5 per¬ 


cent due to lower starts of rental 
units." 

In the January Issue, repre¬ 
sentatives of four of Canada's 
major lenders were Invited to 
express their views on the out¬ 
look for the mortgage market In 
1993. The consensus view Is for 
a moderate expansion of mort¬ 
gage credit coneentrated In sin¬ 
gle housing units. Job uncer¬ 
tainty and high debt levels will 
prevent the housing market from 
booming In spite of relatively 
low Interest rates. 

Improving housing afford¬ 
ability through a longer amorti¬ 
zation period Is discussed In 
another article. The useof RRSP 
funds and 95 percent mortgages 
has helped those having prob¬ 
lems saving for a downpayment. 
For I hose who find large monthly 
payments a problem, longer

amortization periods might help. 

CMHC accepts amortization 
periods up to 40 years. Higher 
total payments resulting from a 
longer amortization period could 
be offset If mortgagors choose, 
as Is often the case, to pay off 
their mortgage loan faster as 
household Incomes Improve. 

Issues of NMA Mortgage- 
Backed Securities (MBS) sur¬ 
passed the $2 billion mark for 
the flrst time during the fourth 


quarter of 1992. Lenders took 
advantage of the NHA MBS pro¬ 
gram to offer refinancing facili¬ 
ties. One lender lowered the cost 
of refinancing for mortgagors 
wanting to lock-ln their mort¬ 
gage loan for five years when 
rates for this term were at 8.50 
percent.

The day they called Edmonton's militia out against Ottawa 


He tried to bring more horses 
and wagons across the river from 
New Edmonton, but the crowd 
stopped them at the ferry land¬ 
ing. Meanwhile, McCauley was 
complaining to Ottawa that 
Anderson was Injuring Edmon¬ 
ton for his own profit - he owned 
part of the New Edmonton prop¬ 
erty to which the office was to 
move. As night fell, the Mountles 
kept watch over the wheel-less 
wagon while the mob burned 
Timber Tom In effigy. 

The next day was a quiet 
Sunday. On Monday NWMP 
superintendent A.H. Grlesbach 
arrived at the outskirts of the 
city wlth20 Mountles. Fearfulof 
a popular uprising, he left the 
Mountles huddled on the edge 
of town and went In to the town 
office to speak with officials. He 
found they had summoned the 
Edmonton I lome Guard, a mili¬ 
tia unit originally formed during 
the Riel Rebellion of 1885. 40 
men were posted outside the 
land office, each with a rifle and 
plenty of ammunition. The situ¬ 
ation was more dangerous than 
ever. 

All at once the surprising news 
emerged that It was federal Inte¬ 
rior Minister Edgar Dewdney, 
and not Timber Tom Anderson, 
who had arranged the removal 
of the land office. And Dewdney 
was not happy. He Informed 
Mayor McCauley that the NWMP 
had orders "to effect removal" of 
the building at once. Every able- 
bodied man In the city rushed to 
I he perimeter of the land office. 
Superintendent Grlesbach had 
to assure town officials that he 
had no Instructions and would 
not act until he did. The next 
day violence almost broke out 
when a rainstorm started and 
Mountles began to take (he 
workmen's supplies Indlde the 
land office to keep them dry. 

Ottawa finally backed down 
to avert open war. The memory 
of Kiel's Rebellion and Its ap- 


Hundreds of armed citizens 
were ready to fight it out with 
the Mounties over an order to 
move an office. 

Envision 150 defiant riflemen 
arrayed around a wooden bulld- 
Ingbeselged by red-coated North 
West Mounted Police. The lo¬ 
cale: Edmonton In 1892. The 
band of outlaws: a militia unit 
acting on the orders of the town's 
mayor. The stufT of fiction? Not 
quite. A century ago, the city of 
Edmonton declared a very real 
war on the federal government. 

Old Edmonton's citizens were 
tired of watching their city be¬ 
come a ghost town. The Cana¬ 
dian Pacific Railway, originally 
surveyed to pass through the 
town, had bypassed Edmonton 
In favor of Calgary. The fur trade 
which had made Edmonton 
great was declining. The town 
on the opposite side of the North 
Saskatchewan, later to be 
known as Strathcona but still 
called "New Edmonton" In 1892, 
was flourishing. A great deal of 
latent anger, much of ft directed 
at Ottawa, simmered beneath 
the surface In the community. 

On June 18 of that year the 
federal government announced 
t hat It was moving the local Land 
Titles Office south of the river to 
a more accessible location In 
New Edmonton. This was Intol¬ 
erable to Edmontonians, for 
whom the office was a source of 
civic prestige. When workmen 
arrived that afternoon to dis¬ 
mantle the office for removal, a 
crowd gathered around them. 
Then someone pulled a fire 
alarm and In minutes hundreds 
more men were on the scene. 
Mayor Matt McCauley energized 
the mob with a rabble-rousing 
speech and before long they had 
taken the wheels from the work¬ 
men's wagon and hidden their 
horses.

A log fire blazing on a 
cold day is very welcome. 
However, any old logs will 
not necessarily produce a 
good flame, so it pays to 
know which wood to buy or 
pick up. 

Larch is dangerous, as the 
sparks can travel a surpris¬ 
ingly long way. Pine is 
another which “sparks,” so 
if you do use these woods, 
have a Tine mesh guard and 
be sure that the fire is not 
left unattended while it 
bums. Both of these woods 
make good kindling to start 
a fire, though. 


Many trees give out a 
pleasant scent when burned. 
Apple, plum and pear are 
particularly scented. 

For warmth, yew logs 
will throw off heat and last a 
long time; they also can be 
relied upon to bum well. 

Ash and beech are two 
more that always burn — 
either “green" or dry — and 
they have the added bonus 
of giving off little smoke.

Birch bums away quickly 
and oak should be kept lor 
awhile after it’s been cut, in 
order to get the best out of it. 

Driftwood must be dried 
out well — and even then 
may only smolder, but be sure 
there is no tar or oil on it. 

Avoid, if you can, elm, 
chestnut and willow, which 
burn slowly and not very 
well. 


Country lore says that to 
burn poplar logs will bring 
bad luck. Elder burns well, 
but many do not like the bad 
smell it gives olT. 

Holly produces glowing 
embers but catches quickly, 
so only use a little at a time, 
or the chimney may catch 
on fire. 

The ash left from logs is 
good for the garden, so 
enjoy your logs and benefit 
-from them, too. 

Remember, there should 
always be an adult helping 
you whenever you are build¬ 
ing a fire. Be very careful 
with any size fire.
